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■lawfully iffue a Subpoena or Capias to compel the AppearanOltif 
the Defendant or Defendants in fucli A&ions, it ihail and may 
be lawful to and for the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in fuch Adtion or 
Actions, to ferve the Defendant or Defendants perfonally in 
fuch Adtion or Adtions with a Copy of the faid Subpoena or 
Capias, ilfued by the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs in fuch Adtion or 
Actions ; which faid Subpoena or Capias may be made return- 
able on any Day certain in the Term in which the fame flrall 
bear Tell, or on any Day certain in the Term next following 
the Term in which the faid -Subpoena or Capias flrall bear 
Teft; and if fuch Defendant or Defendants fhali not appear 
3 at the Return of the faid Subpoena or Capias, or on or before 
the I'irft Day of the Term next but one following that , in 
which the Subpoena or Capias fhali bear Teft, it fliall and may 
then, but not "before, be lawful to and for the Plaintiff or 
Plaintiffs, upon Affidavit being made before. any Judge or 
Commiflidner of the Court out of ' which the faid Procefs 
fliall iffue, authorized to take Affidavits in fuch Court, and 
Filed in the proper Office of the faid Court, of the Service of 
fuch Subpoena or Capias as aforefaid, to enter a Common Ap- 
pearance or file Common Bail for the Defendant or Defend- 
ants, and to file his, her, or their Declaration, and to proceed 
thereon to Judgment and iffue Execution as effectually as if 
fuch Defendant or Defendants had duly and a&ually entered 
S his, her, or their Appearance, or filed Common Bail ; any Law, 
XJfage, or Pra'aice of any of the faid Courts to the contrary 
no t withftanding. 

And be it further Enafted by the Authority aforefaid, 
That uoon ' every Copy of fuch Procefs, to be ferved upon 
any Defendant or Defendants, there fliall be written a Notice 
•to fuch Defendant or Defendants, of the Intent and Meaning 
of fuch Service, to the Effect following ; 



“ A. B. You are ferved with this Procefs, to the Intent

or Exchequer [as the Cafe may be] at the Return 
“ thereof, being the Day of

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Which Notice {hall be figned by the Attorney of the Plaintiff 
with his Chriftian and Surname, and thereunto fliall be added 5 
his Place ofRefidence: Provided always, that if the Plaintiff or 
Plaintiffs in fuch Action or Actions lhall not be able to have 
fuch Procefs ferved perfonally on the Defendant or Defen- 
dants, it may be lawful to make Application by Motion to 
the Court out of which fuch Procefs fhall iffue, to fubftitute • 
fuch Service as to it fliall feem fit in lieu of Perfonal Service ; 
.and if the Court fliall think proper fo to do, it fliall and may 
be lawful for the Plaintiff or Plaintiffs, after the Fir ft Day of 
the Term next but one to that in which fuch Order {hall be 
made, to proceed as if fuch Procefs had been ferved per- 
fonally on the Defendant or Defendants, but not otherwife. 

And whereas the Alterations made by this A (ft in the Pro- 
cefs of the Courts of Law in Ireland, muft neceflarily affect Q 
and diminifti the Fees and Profits heretofore received by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer in Ireland, the Lord Chief Baron 
of the faid ' Court of Exchequer and his Regift er, the Clerk of 
the Pleas of the faid Court and his Deputy, the Clerk of the 
Procefs, the Clerk of the Rules, and the Clerk of the Plead- 
ings in the Office of the Pleas of the laid Court, refpe<ftively, 
and of the Serjeant at Arms of the faid Court and his De- 
puty ; Be it therefore Enacted, That Compenfation fliall be 
made to the feveral Perfons now exercifing and enjoying the 
laid feveral Offices, to continue fo long as they fliall rcfpec- 
tively hold the aforefaid Offices, in Manner following; (that is 
to fay) An Account fliall be taken by the Lord Chief Jultice of 
the King’s Bench, and the Lord Chief Jultice of the Common 7 
Pleas, and the Three Barons of the Exchequer in Ireland, and 
verified upon Oath by the Chancellor of the Exchequer in Ire- 
land, the Lord Chief Baron of the faid Court of Exchequer and 
hisRegifter, the Clerk of the Pleas of the fame Court or his 
Deputy, the Clerk of the Procefs, the Clerk of the Rules, and 
the Clerk of the Pleadings of the faid Court of Exchequer, 
of the Amount of the Fees and Profits received by the faid 
feveral Perfons in their rcfpective Offices, in x\<ftions and Suits 
inftituted on the Pleas Side of the faid Court of Exchequer, for 
the Period of Years immediately preceding the Day 

of palling this Ad, and a Sum equal to Parts of 

the 
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tlie Average Amount of fueh Fees and Profits, fliall be paid to 
8 the fa ;d feveral Perfons during the Time they fliall continue 
in Ofiice as aforefaid, to make good to them the Loffes lb to 
be Mamed by them refpedtively ; fuch Sums to be and re- 
main a Charge on the Confolidated Fund of that Part of the 
United Kingdom called Ireland, and to be paid and payable
